Claim 54 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. 10. 

Claim 53 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

For clarity, definiteness, and consistency, it appears that -path — should be 
inserted after "transport" (claim 53, line 10). 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 35, 51 , 52, and 71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Fischer (US 4619449). 

Web draw-in 2 has a circumferential length with spikes 6 provided thereon. The 
portion of draw-in 2 with respective spikes used during drawing-in of a paper web is 
then moved/rotated out of engagement with the paper web (i.e. the portion of element 2 
between approximately the 3 o'clock and 12 o'clock positions as shown in fig. 2). 
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Claims 35, 46-48, 51, 52, and 71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Assony (US 3367549). 

Note web draw-in 11, 12, 15, spikes 21, and means including element 25 for 
causing the spikes to penetrate the paper web 10 only during draw-in. Assony 
discloses that the paper web is retained on the spikes 21 , therefore, the spikes includes 
paper web retention devices (claim 52). Assony further discloses that the draw-in (1 1 , 
12, 15) is in the form of a belt that could be metallic or a material that is non-metallic 
(col.2, lines 56-58). 

Claim 53 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/12/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., "plurality of spikes attached to only a portion of that length) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

As noted in the rejection above and in the Final rejection of 8/12/03, the spikes 
that perform the drawing in are subsequently moved/rotated to a "storage position"

, where they are removed from penetration with the paper web. If these pins are always 
in contact with the paper web as alleged by applicant, then the paper web can never 
leave the draw-in device.
